Sought For District 


Federal Government 


And All Must 


If United Demand 


An effort is being made to 
the Federal government 
ute a irrigation project for 
Champion and district under 
the Ferm Rehibilitation Act 
and all farmers and residente 
of the village should consider 
the project and be prepared to 
back the committee which was 
appointed last year for this pur 
pose. 


In the current issue of a 
Toronto newspaper an address 
by Reverend Captain Norman 
Raweon,brilliaut young Canad- 
ian minister of the United 
Church stationed at Hamilton. 
speaking before an Insurance 
Association in Toronto appears 
in which the minister stressee 
the seriousness of the war, 
many having realy failed to 
grasp the part which Canadu 
plays. 


Under the Act the Federal 
Government are spending mon 
ey to make the farms of prai 
raies better for present day con 
ditions and work is done with 
out any cost to the actual 
farmers, 


Capt. Rawson who enlisted 
in the last war ae a private and 
who since his rise to promin 
ence in the United Church has 
toured Europe states, in Enx- 
lish the man on the street can 
understand, “Dont kid yourself 
there isnt going to be a revelot 
tion in Germany. The German 
psople will not revolt against 
Hitler any faster than they did 
against the Kaiser. The belief 
that we are fightiug Hitler and 
not Germany, is technicaly 
correct but nineout of ten 
Germans:are sold on Hitlers 
program. For five years the 
same propaganda has dinned 
into the German people until 
now they belivetbat they are 
fighting for their existance, 


A survey conducted here some 
year ago it was fe't by building 
worke near Hlackie a large area 
could be flooded, as it was 
muny years ago and rrom this 
source an irrigation project 
eould be carried throughout 
the district. - 

The writer has visited such a 
scheme in Siskatchewan and 
can testify to its valuein briny 
ing back hundreds of acres for 
pasture and crop. 

This is a similiar scherne to 
the one visited by the writer 
and would serve the same way. 
There is a need for diversified 
farming where the farmer i 6 
not dependent solely on the 
price of grain which may be 
up ordown or on the weather. 
With stock and dairy cattle 
some revenue is derived throu 
ghout the year. Thia would not 
mean non grain growing 
but in future growers would 
have some moisture,
